PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 16.—Because 
of a belief that they were unfit to live, 
two girls, of whom the father of one 
said: “They loved each other like man 
and woman,” committed suicide today 
by jumping from a ferryboat into the 
Delaware’ River. They were Bessie 
Foust, aged 19, of Camden, N. J., and 
Maud Hoffnagel, aged 20, of this city. 
Both took the leap to death together, 
hand in hand, and were drowned before 
a rescue could be affected.

A LAFAYETTE MEMORIAL. 
Proposals to Build a Monument to 
America’s Great Friend. 

[A. EARLY MORNING REVORT.] 
CHICAGO, <Aug. 16.—According to 
present plans, Lafayette, the French 
hero, is to have his grave marked with 
a $250,000 moument, a tribute from the 
patriotic school children of America. 
President McKinley has concurred in 
the plans proposed for the unveiling of 
this beautiful memoria! at the Paris 
I2xposition on the Fourth of July 1800. 
It is to be the feature of “United States 
day” at the exposition. 

It is announced that President Mc- 
Kinley will soon issue a proclamation 
designating a date, presumably Oc- 
tober 19, as Lafayette day for general 
observance in every school district 
throughout the United States. On this 
date, which is the anniversary of the 
surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, 
historical exercises will be heid in ev- 
ery school in the country at which-a 
nominal edmission fee will be charged. 
Millions of pennies and dimes will be 
thus secured. With 600,000 schools and 
2,000,000 young patriots it is believed 
more than enough will be realized to 
erect a monument tat will be the 
pride of two continents. Secretary of 
the Treasury Lyman J. Gage has been 
asked to be custodian of the fund. De- 
signs for the monument will te sub- 
mitted next week.

USUAL WASHING OF OLD RAGS. 


“Whispering’”’ MeNab and the Major

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The first session of this dull 
and spiritless gathering of the Democ- 


ing more than to select a temporary 
chairman in the person of J. Budd, by 
the grace of M. M. Estee, Governor of 
California, and appointing a Commit- 
tee on Credvntialsy “which it is hoped 
will be ready to report at 9 p.m., but 
which is likely to be in deadly conflict 
up to the hour on Wednesday when 
‘“jocund day stands tip-toe orf the misty 
mountain tops.” 

As was foreshadowed in these dis- 
patches from San Francisco Sunday 
night, the two Los Angeles aspirants 
for the chairmanship succeeded in 
killing each other off, and now neith>r 
the ‘“nush” nor the “Puritans” are 
happy. There are glum looks on both 
benches, and the “beefing’’ takes on 
the sound of a wail of woe. The Mayor 
with the pink whiskers evidently sees 
the folly all too late of getting into a 
contest in which he had no business 
when he is an aspirant for a renomi- 
nation. Snyder’s goose appears to be 
done to a golden brown, and Mr. J. 
Henry Dockweiler appears to be dam- 
aging his chances for a renomination 
to the office of City Engineer every 
time he ovens his mouth. 

When the Examiner came up to the 
Capitol this morning with a firm page 
of the McCaffery story, Statesman Ma- 
guire at once gathered the clans and 
declared that the convention could not 
afford to select a chairman bearirg 
the taint of the octopus. It is an open 
secret that Maguire forced Dockweil- 
er’s withdrawal, and it is also of gen- 
eral knowledge that Dockweiler re- 
fused to step down except that J. Budd 
and no one else, might step up. There 
was an agreement on that basis, and 
everything worked as slick as any po- 
litical machine that was ever started up. 

A part of the compact was to the 
effect that Dockweiler should nominate 
Budd and incidentally heave a few 
bouquets at Pattor; that Patton should 
second the nomination and sling some 
garish nosegays in the direction of Mr. 
Dockweiler, and that Goy. Budd should 
declare that Dockweiler is as good an 
anti-monopolist as George Patton, 
James Maguire or the Governor of the 
State, all of which was attended to 
dutifully according to programme. One 
searcely ever saw a programme more 
completely carried out even to the last 
detail. It was just perfectly lovely. 


A recess of thirty minutes was given 
the chairman in which to appoint a 
Committee on Credentials, but it took 
him close wpon two long hours to per- 
form this trying duty, but everything 
has an end, even this afternoon's recess 
had a finish some minutes after 5 
o'clock, and then, in an effort to effect 
an adjournment for an evening session, 
the McNab-Harney Kilkenny-cat fight 
in San Francisco came near breaking 
out on the floor without regard to the 
rules of parliamentary usage or any 
other old thing. 

There were remarks bandied about 
floor with reference to the washing of 
San Francisco’s dirty linen. Gavin 
McNab leaped into the arena and in- 
sisted that every time a fight came up 
in his town it ought not to include the 
rows of the days of ‘49. 

Maj. Harney started to say some- 
thing about a deep, dark, damnable 
conspiracy, and was called down on a 
point of order, but J. Budd, who is an 
almighty breezy and efficient chairman, 
untangled the knots, leaped over the

erybody’s pcint of order, of which there 
were a dozen or so, at one fell swoop, 
thus permitting the delegates to get 
a bite to eat before the time for re- 
convening.

LOOKING BACKWARD. 

But to go back to the beginning of 
the day’s deadly dull performance, the 
hour has arrived; the man has been 
here so long that he is an old story al- 
ready. The delegates began straggling 
into the bannered pavilion as early as 
1 o'clock, and at 1:39 the band struck 
up a lively air in order to keep the 
fast-gathering audience of statesmen 
and mere civilians in good humor. 
Much to the joy of the populace, the 
day has been charmingly breezy ond 
pleasant, although negiigee is quite 
The convention audito- 
rium is picturesque in color and grace- 
ful in contour. A part of the big pa- 
Vilion been transferred into 
a great tent, the -. ceiling of 
which is in drapings of the hues of 
“Old Glory” in billowy lines, the apex 
being occupied by a gigantic Japanese 
umbrella. A frieze of red and gold 
tops the canvas walls, and immedi- 
ately below, upon the white surface, 


each in a fleld of blue. 

On the twelve sides into which the 
tent is divided, there glows the beau- 
tiful national shield, and _ reaching 
about the central portion of the walls 
is displayed the shields of the States 
of the American Union, divided at in- 
tervals by the national ensign, in al! 
its splendor of beauty and inspiration, 
the selfsame flag that our boys have 
been dying for in the tropics. The 
banners denoting the location of the 
delegations by counties are suspended 
by wires above the floor of the conven- 
toin, thus obviating the unsightly 
posts that are the usual feature of 
such assemblages. 

In the center of the floor a fountain 
spurts a feeble stream toward the ze- 
nith, and on the westerly side of the 
auditorium, ensconced in a grotto of 
white and blue muslin, a gigantic 
electric fan sends a refreshing draught 
of air above the heads of the multitude. 

Behind ‘the chairman’s seat a festoon 
of flags sets off a-portrait of the im- 
mortal Washington. To the left of his 
picture, looking from the délegates’ 
seats, hang portraits of Col. W. J. 
Bryan and Gov. Budd, and te the 
right a large framed photograph of 
Senator Stephen M. White. What 
strange juxtapositions a man’s picture 
gets inte when he is_ dead and cannot 
help himself. Poor George Washington, 
you deserve better even of the Demo- 
cratic party than this. 

On the westerly wall is displayed por- 
traits of that gallant group of fighting 
Americans, Admirals Farragut, Dewey, 
Schley, Sampson and Gen. Miles, a 
leaven of Republicanism that is as 
handsome as it is lonesome in such a 
gatherifg of the great unwashed as 
this. 

The band tried for an hour to ruuse 
a bit of enthusiasm by playing na- 
tional airs, beginning with ‘‘Hail Co- 
lumbia,”’ followed by “Marching 
Through Georgia,” “The Star Span- 
glied Banner,” “Dixie,’ “Yankee Doo- 
and the ‘“‘Battle Cry of Freedom.”

HOW THEY SIT. 

In the delegates’ seats San Francisco

Today's developments are 
likely to play horse with numerous 
Democrats in Los Angeles who have 
had lusty ambitions, in precisely what 
way will be shown when the sores 
that are festering here in Sacramento 
tonight are ripped open at the county 

convention. 

As for the ratification meeting, there 
has been practically.no change. Maguire 
will be indorsed, and so will El Hutch, 
who is here log-rolling ina most un- 
seemly and impolitic, but entirely char- 
acteristic way. Maj. W. R. Burke was 
selected at a caucus of Los Angeles 
delegates this morning for the Board 
of Equalization, but his opponents de- 
clare that there was no quorum pres- 
ent, and threaten to have the proposi- 
tion reconsidered. This may bring on 
another wool-pulling fight, and prob- 
ably will. 

HORSEPLAY AT NIGHT. 

The night session of the convention 
resulted in a fizzle and a mixture of 
horseplay, as was anticipated when 
adjournment was had in the afternoon. 
At 9 there were about two- 
thirds of the delegates in their seats. 
In the Senate chamber at the Capitol 
Committee on Credentials com- 
menced at 7 o'clock the battle royal 
between the two everlasting San Fran- 
cisco factions that have brought po- 
litical fighting to a fine art.

Tracy will go on a peace commission, 
but the appointments are not to be 
announced until the present storm biows 
over. ‘Reid, as editor of the New York 
Tribune, has made many Republicans 
angry by the editorial conduct of his 
paper. Some of these Republicans are | 
members of the United States Senate, 
and it has come to the ears of the Pres- 
ident, since yesterday, that if he nomi- 
nates Reid as Ambassador to London, a 
fight will be made when the nomination 
comes before the Senate for confirma- 
tion. This opposition to Reid is not of 
the sort that is expected to last, but 
at present it must be adjusted. 

If, by any mischance, Reid should not 
go to London, Gen. Tracy will not get 
a place on the peace commission. It 
has been definitely decided that Sen- 
ator Allison will not be a member of the 
commission. This was determined pos- 
itively when Senator Allison called at 
the White House todey to have a con- 
ference with the President. At that 
conference the place was offered to 
Senator Allison and he declined. Sec- 
retary of War Alger apears to really 
want to go on the commission, and he 
is still among the possibilities. 

Then there is a story tonight that 
Senator Wolcott of Colorado may get 
the place. This would be a compli- 


by the appropriate bureaus here, the 
entire work being under the protection 
of the military authorities.

Altogether about sev- 
enty unburied and unconsumed bodies 
were there. The stench was _ terrible. 
This happened at a cemetery within the 
city limits. The authorities and the 
cemetery officials say it is impossible 
to get men to work at the cremation. 
Wages of a dollar a day prove no in- 
ducement to the natives to work at this 
gruesome toil. 

The unconsumed bodies will be left 
on the earth until tomorrow, when 
fine weather may help the work of cre- 
mation. ‘These seventy corpses repre- 
sent two days dead from the Spanish 
camp. The danger to*the population

Immediately upon the as- 
sembling of Congress, it is the inten- 
tion of the War Department to ask au- 
thority for increasing the standing 
army of the United States to 100,000 
men permanently. If congress refuses, 
as it may, to authorize a force of this 
size. then it will be asked to authorize 
a permanent standing army of 60,000 
men. but strong effort will be made to 
get authority for the larger number. 

MUSTER. OUT VOLUNTEERS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The mus- 
tering-out of the volunteer army prac-~- 
tically began at the War Department 
today, and will be continued until the 
army has been placed on @ basis con- 
sistent with our present relations to the 
nations of the earth. Orders were pre- 
pared today for the mustering-out of 
about thirty-five thousand volunteers, 
including twenty-five regiments of in- 
fantry and about eight troops of cav- 
alry and five or six batteries of artil- 
lery. The details of the order bearing 
on this subject have not yet been fully 
perfected, the officials confine 
themselves to general statements in re- 
gard thereto. 

It was admitted that the First Regi- 

ment of Volunteers from Vermont, at- 
tached to the Third Army Corps en- 
camped ot Chickamauga, Ga., had been 
ordered to proceed to Fort Ethan Al 
len. Vt. That post is the nearest one to 
the homes of the members of the regi- 
ment, and was selected with a view to 
their mustering-out soon after they ar- 
rive there. 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbin said that a similar 
course would be followed in the case of 
the other volunteemwregiments selected 
for mustering out. They would, he 
said, he ordered to their State capitals 
as soon as it could be done without 
danger to the interests of the govern- 
ment and mustered out of the military 
service as rapidly as possible. In re- 
sponse to a direct inquiry on the sub- 
ject. Geh. Corbin said that this course 
will be followed with the First Regi- 
ment District of Columbia Volunteer 
Infantry which is now about to em- 
bark at Santiago, for Montauk Point, 
Long Island. 

Unless there is a decided change in 
the present plans of the War Depart- 
ment, about one hundred thousand vol- 
unteers will be mustered out within the 
next thirty days. Formal announce- 
ment of the purposes of the department 
are being deferred pending the receipt 
of certain desired information from 
Gen. Merritt, commanding the military 
forces in the Philippines. There is a 
large number of volunteers in the Phil- 
ippines, and it ts possible that it may 
be deemed advisable to bring them 
home, and, if necessary, to replace 
them with regulars. 

The proposed reduction of the army to 
the extent of 100,000 men will still leave 
a military foree of about 116,000 men, 
regulars and volunteers, available for 
all military purposes. It is believed to 
be the purpose of the administration to 
maintain an army of 100,000 men until 
all the pending complications with 
Spain are finally disposed of.

WHAT SILVELA THINKS.

MADRID, Aug. 17.--[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Francisco Silvela, leader of 
the Conservative party, said tonight: 

“IT apprehend no insurmountable dif- 
ficulties, international or otherwise, to 
the progress of negotiations so far as 
they relate to commerce, but, like all 
Spanish Conservatives. and Catholics, 
I am very anxious about the fate of 
the Philippines. We must hope that 
American statesmen will come to un- 
derstand that the Philippines can re- 
main in our hands only on the basis 
of our being allowed to govern them 
freely, after peace, without foreign 
control, which would make the natives 
simply ungovernable. 

“It stands to reason that it is use- 
less to ask the United States to as- 
sume the Cuban debt, but I do not see 
why the Spanish government should 
not-insist upon the United States gov- 
ernment so arranging this matter that 
independent Cuba would assume, guar- 
anteed by Cuban customs, at least 
that portion of the indebtedness in- 
curred before the last insurrection be- 
gan.” 

TROUBLE WITH AGUINALDO.

sels in the harbor in communication 
with Manila ‘by American courtesy 
and sufferance.

FLED FROM LARES.

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Aug. 17.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] When the notifica- 
tion from Gen. Miles of the cessation 
of hostilities reached Gen. Henry, all

If it should be disbanded without 
payment, he says, serious disorder may 
be created by a large body of men, ac- 
customed to guerrilla warfare, who 
would be thrown upon the country. 

BLANCO DOING BUSINESS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

HAVANA, Aug. 17.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A demonstration was being 
prepared for Gen. Blanco’s departure 
when the newspapers published an of- 
ficial notice saying that it would be in- 
opportune, as Gen. Blanco is not going 
away immediately. The basis of peace 
has at last been published. The cap- 
tain-general’s office has sent a circu-

The circular ends with the order to re- 
pel with energy any attack that the 
insurgents may make. } 

The colonial government presided 
over by Blanco decided this afternoon 
that the decre permitting exemption 
from. duties on the importation of 
provisions, granted, during the block- 
ade, shall no longer remain in force, 
and putting into force all customs leg- 
islation, lighters not to not to be ex- 
amined save at ports of entry. It de- 
cided also to authorize the general 
exportation of fruits, products of the 
country, declaring the limitations pre- 
viously established to be annulled.

Budd was very reluctant to accept 
the chairmanship, being fearful of 
alienating some elements of the party. 
He was especially anxious to fight shy 
of the San Francisco muddle, for its 
solution would be peculiarly embar- 
rassing to him. Budd was one of the 
originators and most ardent advocates 
of the Committee of One Hundred, 
whose creation resulted in the virtual 
disfranchisement at the primaries. of 
the Democratic voters of San Fran- 
cisco. This committee, of which 
“Whispering” Gavin McNab is chair- 
man, is the creature of the State Cen- 
tral Committee. It was vested with 
power to name 154 delegates to the 
State convention, without reference to 
the choice of the Democratic voters 
of San Francisco. The delegates thus 
appointedconstitute the “regular” dele- 
gation. 

The contesting delegation, headed by 
Maj. Harney, was elected at regular 
primaries and represented a formida- 
ble insurrection against the autocratic 
rule of the Committee of One Hundred. 
Budd is a strong personal friend of 
Harney, and appointed him Harbor 
Commissioner. Budd realized that if 
he took the chairmanship of the con- 
vention he might be forced to turn the 
“Harneyites down, and such a course 
presented many awkward and embar- 
rassing features. 

There can be no question that, as 
a matter of justice and not of policy, 
the Harney delegation should be seated. 
The creation of the Committee of One 
Hundred, invested as it was with des- 
potic powers, was a most flagrant viola- 
tion of Democratic principles and the 
theory of popular representation. But 
the solution of the situation will not 
be complicated by any consideration of 
the rights of rival delegations. The 
only problem, from Budd's standpoint, 
has been to devise some means of in- 
ducing “harmony,” and choking off all 
subsequent protests. 

Eugene Deuprey, on behalf of the

Committee of One Hundred, served no- 
tice on Budd. this morning on the train 
from San Francisco that no compro- 
mise measure would be accepted, and 
he absolutely repudiated the suggestion 
of seating both delegations, with half.

delegation from San Francisco would 


bolt the convention. 

After Budd had been installed as 
chairman of the convention his first 
important act was the appointment of 
a Committee on Credentials. Its com. 
position showed that Budd had finally 
decided to turn down the Harneyites 
and seat the McNab delegates. F. A. 
Cutler of Del Norte was made chair- 
man of the committee. He was re- 
cently appointed Superior Judge by 
Budd to fill, out the unexpired term of 
Judge Murphy, who died. Fear of los- 
ing his job kept Cutler neutral in the 
deliberations of the committee, but his 
vote was not needed, for there was a 
safe majcrity for seating the McNab 
delegation. C. C. Wright and Frank 
James of Los Angeles were members 
of the committee, and both voted with 
the majcrity. 

The conimittee met this evening to 
hear the claims of the rival delegations. 
Marney made a strong anneal in be- 
half ef his delegation. Gavin McNab 
renlied, and warned the committee that 
he would rot accept any compromise 
mcasure. Both speakers indulged in 
persenalities, and were loudly ap- 
plauded by their respective supporters, 
whe ‘flied the lobby:»° The debate 
finally kecame acrimonious, and J. J. 
Dwyer cf the Harney faction tlatly 
charged McNab with having wilfuily 
lied. The situation was fast becoming 
threatening, and to prevent any fur- 
ther disturbance, the committee went 
into executive session. 

As soon as the crowd had been ex- 
cluded, a motion was made to seat the 
McNab delegation. It was carried 
without debate by a vote of 8 to 6, 
the chairman prudently refraining 
from voting A minority report will be 
presented in favor of the Harney dele- 
gation. There was some discussion in 
committee as to the best method of 
settling the difficulties caused by the 
creation of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, but no further action was taken. 

LOS ANGELES CAUCUSES. . 

Los Angeles county delegation held 
a caucus this morning and adopted a 
resolution indorsing the candidacy of 
Judge Van Dyke, the Silver Repub- 
lican candidate, for the Supreme Court. 
Judge Hutton was patted on the back, 
but was told that, being only a Demo- 
crat, he must give way to fusion can- 
didates. 

A resolution was then sprung indors- 
ing the candidacy of R. Y. McBride 
for State Printer. It was passed, and 
immediately 
took advantage of the precedent to 
secure passage of a resolution indors- 
ing him for the State Board of Equal- 
ization. Only about thirty delegates 
were present in person at the caucus. 
The railroad crowd is furious because 
Burke stole a march on them, aind 
another caucus has been called for to- 
morrow morning, when an effort will 
be made to reconsider. 

George Arnold is eager to see Burke 
nominated, believing that it would 
strengthen his own chances, both of 
nomination and election. It is said 
that Assemblyman Toland of Ventura 
will be a candidate for the Board of 
Equalization, and will probably make 
a strong fight for nomination. 

There is a general disposition to post- 
pone the Sixth Congress District Con- 
vention to a later date in order to pull 
down Barlow. The opposition to him 
is strong, but Wardall, his manager, is 
here, and has been insisting on an in- 
dorsement of Barlow according to pro- 
gramme. The Democrats are insisting, 
however, that his record is too rank, 
and that a Democrat must be put up. 
The Congress convention will probably 
be held in Los Angeles.

He charged that the contention 
that Harney’s delegation was elected 
was nothing but a humbug. It was 
composed, he said, solely of City Hall 
and waterfront employés. 

F. A. Cutler, the chairman of the 
Credentials Committee, refused to sign 
the majority report.

THE DELAWARE MYSTERY. 


No Doubt That the Candy Came from 
San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT ] 


DOVER (Del.,) Aug. 16.—There were 
no additional developments today in 
the direction of a clearing-up of the 
mystery surrounding the deaths of ex- 
Congressman Pennington’s two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. J. P. Dunning, formerly of 
San Francisco, and Mrs. J. D. Deane of 
this city. The first steps in obtaining 
an analysis of the candy were taken 
today, when a portion was placed in 
the hands of State Chemist Wolfe at 
Newark, Del. 

A report was in circulation that there 
was a doubt about the candy having 
been mailed in San Francisco. This is 
erroneous. There is no doubt whatever. 
The package bears the postmark of 
that office. The box did not come as 
third-class matter, but was mailed at 
letter-rate postage, hence the use of 
the postoffice mark, which, it is un- 
derstood, is not usually placed upon 
mail matter stamped with the lower 
rates. 

At the Coroner’s inquest this morn- 
ing. Dr. ‘I. R. Wolfe, State chemist 
of Deleware College, testified that he 
analyzed three pieces of the candy sent 
to Mrs. Dunning and found that it con- 
tained large quantities of arsenic. One 
piece of the arsenic, he stated, was as 
large as a pea, and he added that there 
was enouginof the poison in the three 
pieces of candy to kill four persons. 
The jury rendered a verdict of death 
from poison at the hands of persons un- 
known.

The result on the 
balance of the ticket will depend largely 
upon how the Governorship is_ set- 
tled. Jesse Stone of Watertown has 
no opposition in the contest for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor.

OUR AMBASSADOR AT BERLIN SAYS 
GERMANY IS AWAKENING. 


Press ajnd Public Begin to Realize 
the Magnanimous Stand Taken 
by the United States in the Span- 
ish War—Old Fraternal Spirit 
Reviving. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}’ Andrew D. White, the United 
States Ambassador, before starting at 
noon today for Hamburg, where he will 
take the waters, made the following 
statement to the correspondent of the 
f:ssociated Press: ‘So far as I can see, 
the state of things between Germany 
and the United States remains satis- 
factory. Throughout the war, the Ger- 
man government has treated us fairly 
and so far as seeing any cause for com- 
plaint on our part,.it sems to be that 
the fairness of the German _ govern- 
ment’s attitude requires recognition. 

“With regard to their sending forces 
to. the Philippines, that matter has 
already been fully closed up. ‘There 
was nothing whatever in it to show ill 
will to the United States, nor was there 
any purpose to interfere with our 
operations. 

“With regard to the Germans reach- 
ing after colonies or centers of influence 
in the Far East, I have never hesitated 
to avow myself as heartily in favor of 
such undertakings. I regard every es- 
tablishment of such spheres of influence 
by the civilizing powers, if they feel 
they can administer them without in- 
jury to their peaple as a benefit to the 
world at large. Every part of the bar- 
baric world put into touch with civili- 
zation by an enlightened power like 
Germany is a clear gain, not only to 
Germany, but to the United States and 
all other civilized powers. 

“IT rejoice in the return of peace, and 
I believe that the conduct of the war 
with #uch vigor and effect, consider- 
ing America’s unpreparedness and the 
deeds of heroism that marked it, will do 
much to bring the old German feelings 
of respect for the United States. 

“A large proportion of the Germans 
had come to regard the scum thrown 
to the surface during the ebullition of 
American activities as the entire con- 
tents of the cauldron. They had taken 
seriously statements regarding Amer- 
ican life made by correspondents, and 
had come to believe that patriotism was 
dead, that the men controlling our pub- 
lic affairs were wretchedly incompe- 
tent; that a contemptible ‘dollar wor- 
ship’ had destroyed all noble aspira- 
tions; that the capacity to conceive 
noble deeds had vanished, and that al! 
these qualities had yielded to the pas- 
sion for money grabbing. But the Ger- 
mans are thoughtful and honest, and 
when they ponder over the war, now 
happily closed, they will find that the 
qualities displayed in the American 
civil war are today as active as ever. 
Already the newspapers in Germany 
are beginning to realize this. 

“The full and free acceptance by the 
United States at the commencement of 
the war of the regulations established 
by the Paris conference of 1856, and the 
fact that the American government 
went even further, by imposing upon 
itself additional humanitarian rules. 
despite the declaration of Spain that 
she intended to resort to the old prac- 
tices of warfare against American 
commerce and American interests gen- 


erally, cannot fail to gain for us the 
favor of all publicists worthy of the 
name. 


“As to the public at large, if it pon- 
ders on the subject it hardly can fail 
to be struck with the desire of the 
United States to be fair and just to 
Spain, even to be kindly and to avoid 
everything that can injure her pride 
and sensibility...Of course there will 
be always current questions, some quite 
difficult, growing out of the commer- 
cial, manufacturing and agricultural 
rivalry of the United States and Ger- 
many, but I think the peace will leave 
us in a better frame of mind for deal- 
ing with them in a manner satisfactory 
to both.”

WILL KEEP THEM, 


Most of the Additions to the 
Navy to Be Retained. 


[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“The strength of the navy will not 
be precipitately reduced, on account of 
the cessation of hostilities, but, on the 
contrary, the administration has de- 
termined that a very powerful naval 
force is necessitated by the increased 
obligations the United States has un- 
dertaken, and has had forced upon it. 
Orders have been given not only for 
the prosecution of energetic operations 
at all naval stations, to speedily put 
in fine trim all the regular warships 
of the fleet, but alarge portion of the 
auxiliaries which were purchased, to 
the number of nearly a hundred, will 
be considered in the category of per- 
manent additions to the navy, and will 
not be turned back to their original 
owners, or sold to the highest bidder. 

“Such a pelicy was favorably con- 
sidered by the authorities a few weeks 
ago, but hardly had the peace protocol 
been signed, than there resulted a more 
adequate realization of the _ great 
change which the national policy 
the United States had almost _in- 
visibly undergone, and today the con- 
Viction is forced upon the naval ad- 
ministrat’on that American sea power 
canmdét. be safely curtailed, if, in fact 
it will not be essential to materially 
increase the service. afloat as rapidly 
as possible. The revenue cutters, six- 
teen in number, which were added to 
the auxiliary force a few days before 
the first gun was fired by the Nash- 
ville, on April 22 last, will be restored 
to the Treasury Department for coast 
duty almost immediately. and in such 
condition with their arms and equip- 
ment, that they could be used for na- 
tional defense upen a moment's notice. 
These vessels, or most of them, have 
been of incalculable service durine the 
war, and their officers and crews have, 
in some instances, been as effective as 
regular naval men under fire. This 
was notably the case with the reve- 
mue cutter Hudson in the first en- 
gagement in Cuban water on May 11, 
when with Ensign Bagley and four 
other men of the Winslow, she drew 
the first blood of the war.

Naval officers 
regard the repair ship Vulcan in a sim- 
ilar light. This intensely practical 
American novelty, iias demonstrated 
her worth in a remarkable degree at 
Guantanamo, and the bureau officials 
are so enthusiastic about her that they 
have urged the advisability of sending 
her at once to Manila, and fitting an- 
other ship on her plans for use in te 
Atlantic. 

“Perhaps the most remarkable eco- 
nomical achievement affecting the navy 
Which has occurred during the war, has’ 
heen due to the purchase of twenty col- 
liers and half a dozen refrigerator and 
distilling vessels. The’ refrigerator 
ships may perhaps be dispensed with, 
but most of the colliers are certain of 
retention. When the war began, the 
price of coal outside of the United 
States had risen on account of the 
Welsh strike to an exorbitant figure.

Dewey. 

‘Just before the war broke out, Ad- 
miral Dewey had to pay $19 a ton for 
fuel at Hongkong. The Navy Depart- 
ment now delivers it to him for $9 a 
ton by sailing vessels, and $10 by 
steamers. At this rate, 40,000 tons have 
been sent him. When the problems of 
sending the Monterey and Monadnock 
were forced upon the Navy Depart- 
ment, Commodore Bradford solved it 
and avoided the dangers of trying to 
coal these vessels at sea by purchas- 
ing two of the largest colliers in that 
ocean, to tow the warships in order 
that the latter might save their coal, 
and yet be constantly ready for action 
in case an enemy was encountered, 
“The Brutus, which towed the Mon- 
terey, and the Nero, which went with 
the Monadnock, each took 477 tons of 
coal and maintained a speed of seven 
knots for 7000 miles, while the monitors 
under their own steam could scarcely 
have gone 1000 miles at ten Knots. 
“With the certainty that the United 
States will hereafter maintain a !arge 
fleet in Asiatic waters, and with the 
necessity for keeping large amounts of 
fuel at Honolulu, Samoa and Guam, 
as well as in the Philippines, at least 
four of the first-class steamers must 
be maintained in the Pacific Ocean. 
With the sphere of naval activity in 
the Atlantic, and especially in the 
West Indies, permanently augmented, } 
at least ten such colliers will beere- 
quired on the eastern coast of the 
United States, and it is therefore un- 
likely that more than one or two of 
the smaller vessels of this class will 
be sold, 

“It is evident from these considera- 
tions that more than half the auxil- 
iaries which have entered the naval 
fleets in the last three months are to 
stay, and naval officers are confident 
that one of the first acts of the next 
Congress will provide means for a 
very large programme of naval con- 
struction, which will place the United 
States firmly among the leading pow- 
ers of the world, in the prime essen- 
tial of preparedness for war.”

the Star-Spangled Banner.

SANTIAGO, Aug. 3.—The Casino Es- 
panola, or Spanish Club in Santiago, 
much frequented by the Spanish offi- 
cers, has for some time boasted a 
gramophone which was a source of joy 
and delight to the club members before 
the capitulation. Strangely enough, 
through the long nights of the siege 
the favorite piece of music which they 
were in the habit of having repeated 
four or five times an evening was the 
“Star Spangled Banner,” which greatly 
pleased their musical souls, although 
they were entirely ignorant of its ori- 
gin or significance.

there is nothing yet from Admiral 
Dewey or Gen. Merritt. It is expected 
that'a dispatch boat may bring ad- 
vices to Hongkong at any time, as a 
move of this important character 
would not be allowed to pass without 
getting speedy communicaizion with 
Washington, As a German cruiser has 
made the trip from Manila since the 
reported surrencer, it is probable that 
an American ship is not far behind 
with full information. 

The announcement of Admirals 

Sampson and Schley as members of 
the military commissions of Havana 
and San Jpan, respectively, will have 
the effect of taking these officers from 
their duty on ship board for a time. 
The Navy Department will relieve 
them from their commands temporarily, 
while the commissioners are in gession. 
In the absence of Admiral Sampson, 
Copt. Philip, who is senior officer, will 
probably be in temporary command of 
the fleet. 
The War Department did not make 
public the dispatch from Gen. Lawton, 
relative to the Cubans in Santiago, 
but the order which Gen. Corbin sent 
to Gen. Lawton indicates something 
of its mature. Gen. Lawton reports 
that the Cubans are enthusiastic about 
the city, and do not seem disposed to 
accept the conditions imposed by the 
armistice, and some troubles have oc- 
curred. Secretary Alger, in speaking 
of the matter today, said that it might 
as well be fully understood that the 
United States would control the sur- 
rendered territory, and it would man- 
age the affairs of that territory. Those 
who remained within the jurisdiction 
would have to obey the laws and offi- 
cers of the United States, as Gen. 
Lawton was informed. 

The War Department began the work 
of mustering out the volunters which 
will not be needed in the service. The 
order was prepared, but was not issued, 
as it was deemed best to await news 
from Manila before disbanding any of 
the troops. It is expected that the 
cavalry and artillery of the volunteer 
force now in the United States will be 
mustered out. Reports of better con- 
ditions in the various camps are be- 
ing received and especially do flattering 
reports come from Montauk Point, 
showing that the soldiers are being 
well cared for there. Preparations have 
been going forward for the movement 
of the troops from the camps which 
were originally established in order to 
scatter them about the country. 

The first report concerning yellow 
fever among the United States troops 
in this country came from Key West 
today. Surgeon-General Sternberg be- 
lieves that it can be kept under con- 
trol. 

The War Department has been anx- 
iously awaiting news from Manila all 
day. Secretary Alger said tonight that 
Gen. Merritt and Admiral Dewey had 
full instructions and full power. to 
act, and there was not the least doubt 
that whatever was done would be most 
satisfactory. It might be that in the 
change of affairs since the protocol 
was signed, Gen. Merritt might ask 
for further instructions, but he had not 
done so. The War Department will 
welcome the restoration of cable com- 
munication to Manila, so that it may 
be advised at all times as to the 
progress of events. 

ONLY TWO NAMED.

THE TIMMS STILL ALIVE. 


Man’s Condition Unchanged, but the 
Woman is Worse. 

Henry Timm, who shot his divorced 
wife and then himself in a South Main- 
street saloon last Monday afternoon, 
is still alive, and from present indica- 
tions he may live for several days yet. 
Doctors say he is certain to die soon, 
though. Mrs. Timm was worse yester- 
day than on the day of the shooting, 
and her life is now despaired of., At 
the reauest of her family physician, 
Dr. H. B. B. Montgomery, she was last 
evening removed to the Good Samari- 
tan Hospital.

The 
portion of the bullet that forced its 
way out of the cranium was yesterday 
found on the floor of the wine room of 
the saloon where the shooting oc- 
curred.

HER HEAD BEATEN 


IN. 


CORPSE OF A YOUNG WOMAN 
FOUND IN A HOTEL, 


She Was a Blonde and Had Drawn 
Three Hundred Dollars to Get 
Her Teeth Fixed—A Strange Man 
and a Bottle of Wine—Police 
Chief Robbed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A woman 
was murdered last night in the Grand 
Hotel, Thirty-first street and Broad- 
way. Her body was found in a room 
this morning. The head had been 
beaten in, apparently with a piece of 
lead pipe. The murdered woman was 
identified as Miss E. Cc. Reynolds of 
this city. 

It appears that Miss Reynold: went 
to the hotel at 12:30 o'clock yesterday 
afterncon. In the registry she wrote E. 
M. Maxwell and wife, and a room was 
assigned to her. Between 5 and 6 
o'clock she Was seen walking through 
the dining-room with a man appar- 
ently about 35 years of age. The 
couple left the hotel about 7 o'clock, 
but the time of their return is not 
known. Some time after they had re- 
turned a bottle of wine was ordered to 
be sent to their room. 

At 9:45 o'clock this morning, a cham- 
bermaid found the woman lying dead 
on the floor. The man was gone. By 
the body of the woman lay a_ blood- 
Stained piece of lead pipe, 16 inches 
long and 1% inches thick. On the end 
of the pipe was a piece of ciotn 
Wrapped around it as a handle. As 
yet the police have obtained no trace 
of the man. 

Miss Reynolds lived with her father, 
Edward Keynolds, a contractor and 
builder; her mother and sisters and 
brother. When Mrs. Reynolds was in- 
formed of her dauzhter’s death she 
shrieked, “They have murdered my 
child for her money.” She afterward 
said that her daughter had intended 
Visiting a dentist yesterday, and had 
gone to a bank and drawn some money. 
Mrs. Reynolds said her daughter had 
drawn not 4ess than $300. Miss Rey- 
nolds, according to her mother’s state- 
ment, was 20 years of age. While Mrs. 
Reynolds was talking, a telegram came 
addressed-to the murdered girl. It 
read: ‘“‘Will call tonight. Have been 
very busy.”” The telegram was signed 
“M. B. B.,”” and had been sent from 
No. 20 Broad street, where there is a 
telegraph office. Mrs. Reynolds did 
not know from whom the telazgram 
came. 

Theodore Vail, Chief of Police of At- 
lanta, who arrived in this city yester- 
day, occupied a room adjoining that 
of the murdered woman. Chief Vail 
says that before retiring last night he 
pinned $180 in bills under his pillow to 
the mattress. When he awoke this 
morning the money was gone. When 
the woman came to the hotel she wore 
a handsome pair of diamond earrings, 
supposed to have been worth $250. 
These were missing when the body was 
found, and evidently had been torn vio- 
lently from the ears. In her pockets 
only 63 cents was found. 

HER BIG CHECK.

EICHOLZ AGAIN ARRESTED. 


Dr. Unger Claims He Received Money 
Under False Pretenses, 

J. L. Eicholz, formerly an advertis- 
ing agent who at one time looked after 
the advertising matter for Dr. C. W.

When 
his suit for wages was trie before*Jus- 
tice Young, the Uneers put in a cross- 
complaint, in which they claimed to 
have paid Eicholz the amount charged 
in the complaint yesterday, and deb- 
ited to him™m the salary account, Jus- 
tice Young considered the cross-com- 
plaint, and deducted the amount from 
the amount of the judgment. Yet 
Eicholz says he is now arrested for ob- 
taining the money on false representa- 
tions. The case comes up before Jus- 
tice Owens this morning for arraign- 
ment.

CANDIDATES’ CREDENTIALS. 


When and Where They Must Be 


Placed on File. 


The apprehension on the part of some 
candidates for office that late conven- 
tions will bar them from complying 
with the law requiring the filing of cre- 
dentials showing proper nomination is 
without cause, so far as the nominees 
of conventions yet called are concerned, 

Section 1192 of the Penal Code pro- 
vides that nominees for members of the 
State Board of Equalization, Railroad 
Commissioners, members of the Legis- 
lature, and other State officers must file 
their credentials with the Secretary of 
State not more than sixty and not less 
pan forty days previous to election 

ay. 

Candidates for county and city of- 
fices must file credentials with the 
County Clerk not more than fifty nor 
less than thirty days previous to the 
day of election. 

Republican candidates of Los Angeles 
county will have from September 12 to 
28 in which to file their credentials. 


Police Court Notes.

POLICEMEN PUNISHED. 


ONE DISMISSED FROM THE FORCE 
AND ANOTHER FINED, 


Patrolman Spencer Loses His Job 
for Using His Gun on Sergt. 
Smith, Who is Fined for not Re. 
porting the Matter. 


Patrolman Charles E. Spencer was 
dismissed from the police force, and 
Sergt. Smith was fined $25 yesterday 
by the Board of Police Commissioners 
after an investigation that took up 
nearly all the time of the regular ses- 
sion of that body yesterday. The in- 
quiry into the conduct of these officers 
developed the particulars of one of the 
most sensational incidents in the his- 
tory of the police department, and one 
which the entire commission declared 
was most disgraceful. 

The meeting of the commission did 
not convene until 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the request of some of the 
members, who had other business to 
transact. In the absence of the Mayor, 
President Silver presided. The board 
first disposed of the routine business, 
consisting of applications for transfers 
of saloon licenses and like matter, 
but there was not much of this, and the 
investigation was soon begun. There 
were no spectators, only the interested 
officers and one or two witnesses be- 
ing in attendance. When the matter 
was taken up Spencer objected to a 
hearing at that time, saying that he 
had been officially notified only an 
hour or two before that he was wanted 
at t@§ meeting. Asked whether he was 
not trully aware that the investiga- 
tion had been ordered, and that he 
had been cited to appear, he said that 
he had heard so, but that he did not 
take his facts from the newspapers, 
but waited until officially told to ap- 
pear. He had some witnesses whom he 
desired to summon, and was therefore 
not ready to proceed. It was then an- 
nounced to the commission that Sergt. 
Smith had appeared without official 
notification, and upon this information 
the commissioners decided to proceed 


‘with the investigation, and after hear- 


ing the witnesses present, if it was then 
considered necessary, a continuanc 
could be taken until later. ; 


SMITH’S SIDE OF IT. 


Sergt. Smith was first called and 
sworn, Under oath he made the fol- 
lowing statement of the matter: 

“On the morning of June 7, between 
1 and 2 o’clock on South Spring street 
near Sixth, I met Spencer with some 
friends. He was going down Spring 
street, and I called him back and had 
occasion to tell him that I was not 
satisfied with the manner in which he 
was performing his duties. I called 
attention to the fact that for several 
nights he had not been south of Fourth 
street before 2 o’clock in the morning. 
I told him that this neglect of duty 
would not be tolerated, and that he 
would have to act differently or I 
would have to report him to the com- 
mission. We had some conversation, 
and he became excited, for he said: 
‘You have got it in for me, Smith, 
and you have started out to do m@ap. 
You tried it when I was under you be- 
fore. G—— d—— you, if you ever hu- 
miliate me by sending me before the 
commission, I'll kill you. You don’t 
like me, anyway. I despise you and 
could kill you, and will do it.’ 

“He then drew his gun, but did not 


attempt to use it. He continued talk- 
ing, and while doing so changed the 
gun into his left hand and tocked it. 
He raised his left hand with the gun 
in it and was about to place it nearer 
me when I caught the gun and turned 
it aside, telling him at the'same time 
to keep his hands off me. At this mo- 
ment a woman called downstairs and 
asked what we were doing there. This 
seemed to bring Spencer to his senses, 
for he put up the gun and we walked 
away. Throughout it all I was cool. 
My first impulse when, he drew the 
gun wasc to kill him, but something 
came over me and I remained as coo! 
as I am at this moment. He talked 
very loudly and used some bad lan- 
guage. I did not act then, because |] 
knew I could settle it 
After Spencer came to realize what he 
had done he wanted nothing said 
about the matter. 

“That was on Tuesday, and the next 
day I told Chief Glass all about it. He 
said I should have suspended Spencer 
and made a report of the matter, and 
that I ought to be suspended for not 
‘doing so. I told him, and I now say 
here, that I took it much as a personal 
matter. Spencer se@émed to think that 
I had it in for him personally, and I 
thought his remarks and actions were 
more directed to me personally than 
to me as his superior officer, and for 
that reason I did not report the matter. 
The same evening I met Spencer, and 
he apologized and said he was very 
sorry for what he had done, and prom- 
ised in future to do his work in such 
a manner that there could be no com- 
plaint. He further said that if any 
person asked him about the matter he 
would say nothing about it.” 

Smith then stated that he had never 
had any personal enmity toward 
Spencer, and had not known that he 
had treated him differently from other 


officers. He had no intention, he said, 
of doing anything except insisting 
that he did his duty properly. A cross- 


exgmination by Spencer developed the 
fact that some time prior to the trouble 
betweén thenr Smith had ordered Spen- 
cer to carefully watch. the hackmen 
who congregate around the Hollenbeck 
Hotel. It had been reported to police 
headquarters that these men used vile 
language and raised such a disturb- 
ance that the patrons of the hotel en- 
tered a protest against their standing 
there. They had also been throwing 
stones at the men on the street-sprink- 
ling carts. Spencer had been ordered 
to watch them, and to do so he had re- 
mained on the upper part of his beat 
most of the time, depending upon the 
private policemen on South Spring 
street to inform him of what hap- 
pened there. This, Smith admitted, but 
said that the orders were not for him 
to remain there all the time. He 
(Smith) had told Spencer that he. must 
not neglect the entire beat for the 
hackmen. In response to questions by 
members of the commission, Smith 
again gave as his reason for not report- 
ing the trouble that he had considered 
it a personal matter between him and 
Spencer. 

Special Policeman W. A. Moore was 
next called. He swore that while mak- 
ing his rounds his attention was at- 
tracted by the loud talking of Spencer, 
whom he heard say to Smith that he 
could shoot or would shoot him. He 
also heard Spencer declare: “Smith, 
you are a deadly enemy of mine and 
have got it in for me. You are trying 
to do me.” To this Smith replied that 
all he wanted Spencer to do was his 


rduty. Moore saw no weapon, the street 


being too dark at the time. 

Lee Hunter, a tamale dealer at Sixth 
and Spring streets, the next witness, 
stated that he heard loud taking, and, 
looking across the street, saw Smith 
and Spencer quarreling. He heard 
Spencer say that if Smith suspended 


'him he would kill him: that he was his 
‘bitter enemy, and that he had it in for 


him. Hunter saw no pistol. He did 
not know what caused the trouble. 
SPENCER'S STORY. 

There were no other witnesses, and 
Spencer was given an opportunity to tell 
his side of the trouble, being first 
sworn by Mr. Silver. He said: “On 
this night I had just come out of a 
restaurant with two gentlemen, and 
intended to go to Sixth street with 
them, when Smith tooted his whistle 
and I responded. One of the men I 
was with is a consumptive, and all 
I wanted to do was to go to the end of 
my beat with them. I asked Smith if 
I could go. Smith acted just like a 
sergeant, grunted and acted wise, but 
didn’t say much, so I started on with 
my friends, and was coming back when 
Smith tooted again. The sergeant 
seemed to be provoked about some- 
thing, and was not in the most pleas- 
ant frame of mind, and began repri- 
manding me about neglecting my busi- 
ness. He roasted me for quite a while. 
I waited until he was through, and 
then asked him if he had not told me 
to watch the hackmen, to which he re- 
plied that he had, but the order was 
only for one night. I explained to him 
how I had made arrangements with 
the private watchmen on the lower 
end of the beat. They had promised 
to look out for drunks and such things 
and to call me up if I was needed. The 
conversation then drifted to the gen- 
eral remarks that I had heard Smith 
had made about me, and I said to him: 
‘Smith, I think you have got it in for 
me.’ I] was out of humor myself, and 
very nervous from loss of sleep, my 
wife being at the point of death at that 
time, and I may have spoken to him 
in a threatening manner. At this he 
stepped back, and used the words, ‘I'll 
suspend you.’ I then said to him that 
if he ever suspended me without cause 
I would—I told him what I would do 
to him.,”’ 

“What did you say you would do?” 
demanded one of the commissioners. 

“T said I would shoot him. Then I 
drew. I had no intention of using my 
gun, unless he tried to injure me or to 
belittle me by suspending me for noth- 
ing. He had stepped back quickly, and 
put his hand behind him, and where I 
came from when a man does that 
it is taken to mean business, and I 
wasn’t going to be the last to draw. 
I will say that I do not now think he 
intended anything like I thought he 
did; but it looked that way to me 
then. I put up my gun and then cited 
to him instances where he had not 
treated me right.- I was enraged be- 
cause of what I had heard he had said 
about me. I see now that this feeling 
was greatly magnified by what had 
been said by alleged mutual friends. 
We walked away together, and agrced 
to keen quiet about the matter. I 
met Smith two days later, and he 
admonished me to say nothing about 
the matter.” 

Spencer then explained that since the 
occurrence his feelings toward Smith 


had undergone a change and that be 
respected him as a man and would will- 
ingly obey any orders that he might

Commissioner Wyman asked Spencer 
if he did not remember that certain 
officers had been called before the com- 
mission end told that all that was 
wanted of them was that they do their 
duty and so long as they did so, the 
commission would stand by them. 
Spencer replied that he had only heard 
that such was the case, but he had 
not been among the number. <A num- 
ber of other questions were put to him 
for the purpose of discovering just 
what had caused the feeling he enter- 
tained for Smith. It was shown that 
some persons had been telling Spencer 
Various things about the sergeant and 
had added fuel to the fire of resentment 
which had been started by the first of 
these stories. 

Chief Glass then tock a hand_in the 
questioning. He said he was anxious 
for Spencer to state the names of the 
officers who had been carrying tales. 
“I am satisfied,’’ said the Chief, “that 
there are several officers on the force 
who have been doing this, and that 
that is their stock in trade. I am very 
anxious to find out who they are. I 
believe I know some of them, but to 
make the matter positive is impossible 
now, I only wish I did know them all.” 

“I can say nothing about it,” re- 
plied Spencer. “I have not been a mem- 
ber of any cliques in the police de- 
partment. All I have tried to do was 
to attend to my duty properly: I 
have heard this, that or the other 
thing, and perhaps many times things 
were magnified. but they were coming 
to me continually. For instance, I would 
be asked if I had seen Smith, and some 
one would tell me that he was dodg- 
ing through alleys and the like. Some 
of this came from members of the 
force and some from outsiders.” 

In concluding his testimony, Spen- 
cer expressed sorrow for what he had 
done, saying that he had since learned 
that most of the reports that had come 
to him were groundless. He said that 
the incident would be a lesson to him, 
and that it had caused him to be a bet- 
ter officer. 

As soon as the statement of Spen- 
cer had been completed Commissioner 
Wyman moved that Sergt. Smith be 
fined $25, and that he be reprimanded 
for neglecting his duty in not having 
reported the matter to the commission 
at the time it occurred. The motion 
was duly seconded and unanimously 
carried. Smith had evidently veen ex- 
pecting some such punishment, for he 
at once produced a well-filled purse 
and asked to whom the money should 
be paid. Secretary Todd of the board 
received the money and later turned it 
over to City Treasurer Hartwell to be 
placed to the credit of the police pen- 
sion fund. 

The members of the commission de- 
liberated for a few minutes as to the 
Spencer case, and Mr. Gibbon then 
moved that Spencer be dismissed. In 
making the motion he said that Spen- 
ecer’s action had been the most glaring 
case of insubordination that had ever 
been called to his notice; that it was 
the worst thing that had happened 
in the police force since the commis- 
sion was in office, and was something 
that demanded the most severe pun- 
ishment. The motion was unanimously 
adopted, and Spencer. was no longer a 
policeman. 

After the adjournment of the session 
the case was informally talked oved by 
the members of the commission. and 
more than one of them stated that had 
Spencer admitted his fault properly, 
and had he told when asked, what mem- 
bers of the police force were carrying 
tales, instead of seemingly defying the 
commission, there would have heen a 
disposition to be more lenient with him, 
but under the circumstances nothing 
could be done for him.

THE CREEDE CONTEST. 


THE CONTRACT HELD TO DE VALID 
AND MRS. CRBEEDE DEBARRED.

Judge Clark Renders a Long Opin. 
ion in Which Certain Questions 
are Left for Decision to the Ap- 
pellate Court—Baby Dorothy the 
Next Contestant. 


Just about a year ago the contest of 


the will of Nicholas\C. Creede by his 


Wife came to trial in Department Two. 
and yesterday a decision was rendered 


by Judge Clark in an opinion coverin. | 


many 
Script. 

Reduced to its smallest proportion 
the court holds that the notable con- 
tract entered into by “Nick” Creode 
and his wife was executed without un- 
due influence, and that there was an 
adequate consideration when $20,000 was 
paid to the wife when she renounced 
all claims against her husband or his 
estate. That decision puts Mrs. Louisa 
Creede and her claim to share in her 
deceased husband's estate, out of court 
under the will. 

It is interesting to note, however, 
that the court finds that Mrs. Creede 
did accompany her husband on several 
of his prospecting trips and was with 
him when the mine was discovered 
Which yielded the fortune that in the 


pages of type-written manu- 


end proved a bone of contention. On 
the trip when the bonanza mine was 
discovered, Creede, Phifer, and the 


woman Nancy—who afterward became 
Mrs. Creede—were working share and 
share alike, the woman tending cainp 
and doting the cooking: After working 
hard, the men got disheartened, and de- 


termined to search elsewhere for the 
elusive gold. Nancy begged them to 


keep at work a few days longer, but 
they refused, and the camp and work- 
ing outfit were loaded on the jacks in 
readiness to make a start elsewhere. 
The woman was pertinacious, however, 
and did ultimately obtain Creede s con- 
sent to keep on delving for three days 
longer, and she it was that unloaded 
the pack animals. Before tie three 
days had passed the ‘edge was struck 
that made the name of «‘reecde famous, 
and that yielded the fortune which the 
court finds to be $150,000. Nancy never 
got any share of the proceeds from the 
mine, and, as she stated on the witness 
stand, as they were married not very 
long after, what was hers was his and 
vice-versa, 

In finding the amount of Creede’s 
fortune to be $150,000, the court makes 
no allusion to such testimony as was 
introduced tending to show that the 
estate in Colorado was worth as much 
again. One or two witnesses testified, 
particularly the gardener with whom 
Creede was on familiar terms, that 
they had been told by Creede that 
only the. surplus of his fortune was in- 
vested in Los Angeles, and that the 
bulk of it was invested in Colorado. 

In the first instance, Mrs. Creede op- 
posed probate of the will on the ground 
that as the widow she had interest in 
the estate as heir-at-iaw, and that the 
will was never signed nor attested by 
subscribing witnesses as required by 
law. [It was conceded during the trial 
that Creede had stamped his signature 
to the will with a rubber stamp, but 
when the illegality of the proceeding 
was pointed out to him by his attor- 
ney, he went over the lines of the 
stamped signeture with pen and ink.] 

The proponents objected that Mra. 
Louisa Creede could not be heard for 
the reason that she was not the widow 
of Creede, and that if she be the 
widow she had no interest and was es- 
topped from contesting the will by a 
contract entered into by her on Jan- 
uary 2, 1897, by which she, in consider- 
ation of $20,000, released Creede “from 
all obligations or liabilities of every 
name, nature or description.” 

In summarizing the evidence, the 
court holds that it was shown that 
Creede first met his future wife in 1890 
or ’91; that she accompanied him on 
his prospecting trips, and was with 
him at the discovery of the mine from 
which came the wealth constituting 
decedent's estate; that they were mar- 
ried at Las Vegas on May 25, 1893, the 
ceremony being performed by =the 
Chief Justice of the Territorial Court, 
and that at that time death and the 
divorce court had freed her from her 
many previous matrimonial entangle- 
ments. Upon that issue of marriage 
the finding of the court is for the con- 
testant. 

The issue involving the validity of 
the contract is, the court states, one of 

reater difficulty. “It involves ques- 
ions,” says Judge Clark, ‘“‘that will 
ultimately be presented to the Appellate 
Court, and to here discuss at length 
the various arguments made and posi- 
tions assumed by counsel, and to ge- 
view the hundred and odd authori- 
ties cited, would serve no useful pur- 
pose, and is beyond the province of the 
trial court. To simply state the con- 
clusions reached must suffice.” The 
first position assumed by the contest- 
ant, that the contract is void, the court 
holds answered in the cases he cites, 
which conclusively show that a wife 
may release or “contract away her in- 
heritable interest in her husband's 
property,” and thereby debar herself 
of the right to administer his estate. 
Then follows the question, “Did the 
wife do so?” Counsel for the wife 
contended that she did not, for the 
weason that the contract was the 
product of undue influence, while on 
the part of the proponent it was urged 
that even conceding so much, the con- 
tract is voidable and not void, and he- 
fore being heard Mrs. Creede should 
have rescinded the contract and re- 
stored the $20,900. 

“In view of the conclusion that I 
have reached upon the merits of the 
issue,"’ says the court, “I deem it un- 
necessary to discuss or decide this ques- 
tion. If the contract be a valid and 
binding one, the question of rescission 
becomes of no moment. The real and 
vital question in the case I take to be 
this: Did the plaintiff deliberately and 
voluntarily and without being unduly 
influenced, execute the contract, and 
was the amount received an adequate 
consideration? After a careful consid- 
eration of ail of the evidence I have 
reached the conclusion that this ques- 
tion should receive an affirmative an- 
swer. 

‘Briefly, it would seem that wealth 
did not bring domestic happiness to 
this couple, but the cause of the want 
of harmony is not made clearly to ap- 
pear. There is evidence tending to 
show thatdeceased was attracted by the 
somewhat fresher charms of a house- 
maid, and counse! for contestant would 
have us believe that this maid was 
the apple of discord, and that there 
Was a deep-laid conspiracy on the part 
of Creede, assisted by his attorney, 
Jones, and agent, Hunter, to rid him- 
self of contestant, to the end that he 
might marry the girl. There is, how- 
ever, no sufficient evidence to justify 
such a finding: and that the girl was 
the cause of the trouble is not the tes- 
timony of contestant herself, she tes- 
tifying that, while she saw them kiss- 
ing and hugging, she did not mention 
it, for she did not care.” 

The court examines in detail the ne- 
gotiations with Mrs. Creede regarding 
the contract from December 29, 1896, 
when Attorney Jones broached the 
subject, until January 2, 1897, when the 
agreement was executed at the First 
National Bank, and $20,000 was passed 
to Mrs. Creede’s credit. 

“In reaching the conclusion that I 
have upon this issue,’’ says the court, 
“T have not lost sight of the evidence 
showing the contestant to have been 
for many years a confirmed opium or 
morphine eater, and that the result of 


such a habit is to weaken the intellect 
and powers of resistance nor the evi- 
dence tending to show that while the 
negotiations culminnating in. the dis- 
puted contract were ‘pending, there 
were times when the contestafit was 
hysterical and had fits of.weeping. 59, 
too, the rule that when a contraet. be-

A GAS DIFFICULTY. 


-- 


Oil Operators at Loggerheads Over 
a Gas Flow. 

The suit of W. M. Luitwieler to re- 
cover $220 from A. H. Hedley came to 
trial before Justice Young yesterday, 
in the Township Court. The indebted- 
ness arose out of an agreement regard- 
ing certain properties in the oil district, 
and the issue depended altogether upon 
the interpretation of the agreement 
itself. 

It appeared that the defendant, Hed- 
ley, owned lot 19 fn block A, of the 
J. W. Ellis subivision, and plaintiff 
has a leasehold interest in a portion 
of the premises, theq@efendant having 
two oil welis on the property, which 
have both been producing oil and gas. 
On September 15, 1896, an agreement 
was entered into by both parties by 
which the defendant agreed to sell to 
the plaintiff all of the gas that might 
be produced in his two wells, and Luit- 
wieler on his part agreed to pump Hed- 
ley’s wells at the rate of $25 per month 
for pumping twenty-four hours each 
day, or for pumping only twelve hours 
each day, then, at the rate of $20 per 
month. 

Luitwieler averred that he had 
pumped the wells belonging to the de- 
fendant since September 15, 1896, but 
from December 14, 1896, the defendant 
had failed to carry out his part of 
the agreement. It was alleged that on 
the last mentioned date Hedley cut the 


pipe leading from one wel! and used 
to conduct gas, and maliciously set 
fire to the gas, refusing the plaintiff 


permission to again connect the pipe. 
This continued until May 14, 1897, and 
plaintiff estimated that he had been 
damaged to the extent of $150. as the 
gas was worth $20 per month. On May 
14 Hedley, it was alleged, disconnected 
the pipe from the other well, and re- 
fused the plaintiff the use of the gas 
from that wel! until! December 14, 1897. 
damage in this instance was estimated 


at $70, the gas being worth $10 per 
month. 
The diffi ulty a ppeared in the first 


place to have arisen from Luitwieler 
sub-letting, and the trems of the agree- 
ment being net very definitely s6t out. 
Hedley claimed te 


the agreement 
was ambiguous, and that therefore he 
Was entitied to go outside and show 


the custom of the trade, and upon his 
attorney asserting his ability to find

The Court Overrules Demurrers and 
Orders That the Parties Meet 
and Agree ona Receiver, With

Judge Wellborn yesterday rendered 
a& decision in the case of Jacob Hin- 
stein vs. F. D. Schnebly, an. action to 
dissolve partnership and settle the af- 
fairs of the Red Mountain Ranch in 
fan Diego county, in which the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and general 
relief were asked. A motion was made 
to make the bill more specific, demur- 
rers were filed attacking the bill for 
want of equity, another questioning 
the jurisdiction of the court as 
Schnebly wasnon-residentin California;

FUTURE GOVERNMENT OF CUBA. 

In the belief of many well-informed 
persons, the ultimate destiny of the 
island of Cuba is annexation to the 
United States. The present situation 
of affairs in the island points es 
strongly toward that outcome as to- 
ward any other, notwithstanding the 
fact that we entered upon the war 
with Spain pledged to the policy of 
Cuban independence, and disavow- 
intention to engage in a 
war of conquest. The war was not 
in any sense of the word a war of 
conquest. When this government 
formally declared that it had no in- 
tention to subjugate Cuba, but desired 
only to give the people of that un- 
happy island freedom and indepen- 
dence, it meant just what was said. 
Now that the war is over, we still 
mean what we said at the outset. 

If the people of Cuba are capable of 
intelligent self-government, well and 
good. If they can establish and main- 
tain a stable and free government, 
they will be permitted to do so, and 
even aided in so doing. Nothing 
would please the American people 
more than to have the people of Cuba 
show their capacity for self-govern- 
ment by the organization and main- 
tenance of an independent govern- 
ment, with freedom for its corner- 
stone and justice as its fundamental 
principle. But there are grave doubts 
as to whether this dream can be real- 
ized. The short-sighted, selfish, and 
narrow position assumed by a con- 
siderable proportion of the Cubans is 
discouraging. and does not give a 
very bright promise for the future of 
free and independent Cuba. If the 
attitude of these men correctly repre- 
sents the sentiments of a majority of 
the Cuban people, it is apparent that 
they are not capable of governing 
themselves, and that to abandon them 
to themselves at the present time 
would be equivalent to giving the isl- 
and over to anarchy and civil war. 

We cannot, in justice to ourselves, 
to civilization, nor even in justice to 
Spain, withdraw the influence and the 
prestige of our arms from Cuba until 
we have witnessed the full accomplish- 
ment of all we set out to accomplish 
when we entered upon the costly en- 
terprise of war. The civilized world 
would have just ground for indigna- 
tion and protest should we fail to set 
up in Cuba a government vastly bet- 
ter in every respect than the govern- 
ment which the island has had under 
Spanish rule. We have therefore du- 
ties of the gravest character to dis- 
charge in connection with the future 
of the island. We must maintain 
there a strong military government. 
until a civil government of some kind 
has been thoroughly established which 
may safely be permitted to supersede 
it. Upon the Cubans themselves will 
depend, to a very great extent. the 
duration of the military government, 
and the form of government to sue- 
ceed it. 

A very large proportion of the more 
conservative people in Cuba. including 
those of Spanish blood, or a majority 
of them, are said to be in favor of the 
annexation of the island to the United 
States. This sentiment is almost cer- 
tain to grow rapidly, unless, by some 
unexpected good fortune, a wise, con- 
servative, and statesmanlike element 
should arise among the Cuban people, 
and should demonstrate its right and 
its capability to govern the :sland. 
There is little likelihood that we shai} 
witness such a miracle. It is more 
than probable that for some months to 
come we shall be obliged to maintain 
military government in Cuba. 
order to assure full protection of life 
and property. Beéore the eud of this 
military occupation, it is probable. tne 
annexation sentiment in Cuba will 
have developed into overwhelining 
proportions, and will have assumed a 
form which will not permit us 
pore it. 

It is hardly necessary to say ‘hat 
the people of Cuba would be fur better 
governed if the island were made a 
part of the territory of the Uniied 


Stafes than they would de. under auy | 


independent government which they 
could possibly establish for them- 
selves. The more conservative classes 
In Cuba perceive this fact, and it is 
more than probable that they will be 


strong enough, in the not distant fu- 
ture, to compel action looking to @n- 
nexation. 

It will be less expensive and in- 
finitely more satisfactory for the 


govern it as an isolated dependency, 
by inilitary power. The advanages of 
annexation will by no means be all on 
the side of Cuba. We shall reap 
numerous and important benefits from 
the acquisition of this rich island of 
the southern seu, which need not be 
enumerated. Its acquisition by the 
United States, in due course of time, 
is in the nature of manifest destiny. 
Events appear to be working irre- 
sistibly in that direction at the pres- 
ent time, and unless all indications 
fail; the annexation of Cuba to the 
national domain,of the great repubiic 
will be an accomplished fact before 
the close of the nineteenth century. 


MUSTERING OUT. 
Now that the war is over, the mus- 


gun, and will doubtless be continued 
as fast as practicable until only enough 
men are retained Mm the service io 
carry out the plans of the government 
in the new territory over which we 
have acquired control, and to main- 
tain our national defenses. The num- 
ber of men who will be required for- 
these purposes cannot now be accu- 
rately determined, but it is not at all 
probable that the number will be less 
than 100,000. If this number be re- 
tained, 150,000 men, approximately, 
will be released from the 
Most of those who have not yet seen 
active service will naturally be mus- 
tered out, as the seasoned troops will 
be more valuable for the service 
which will be required hereafter. 

The mustering out of this large body 
of troops will greatly reduce the ex- 
penses of the military establishmeut, 
which have necessarily been extremely 
heavy since the beginning of the war.

A REMARKABLE WAR. 
| The most remarkable feature of the 
‘recent war, a feature which may be 
said to characterize the whole war as 


perhaps the most remarkable one in 


suffered in action, on the American 
side, considering the results accoin- 
plished. There was a very general 
‘expectation that our arms would suffer 
‘reverses at the beginning of the war. 
Spain had a navy that there was rea- 
son fo expect would do some serious 
execution. Her troops were equipped 
with the best firearms and the best 
ammunition to be obtained in Europe, 
Smokeless powder, Mauser rifles and 
Krupp and Armstrong guns gave them 
in miuny respects an advantage over 
our forces, and Spanish soldiers had 
the reputation of being desperate 
fighters. Qur forces were largely “raw 
recruits,” rushed off hurriedly from 
farms and shops and offices, many of 
them poorly equipped. They fought 
on the offensive, having to attack the 
‘enemy behind intrenchments and for- 
tifications. And yet the war ends 
without the loss of a single battle 
worthy the name, or the serious in- 
jury of one of the American vessels. 

_ In commenting on the victory at 
Santiago just after it occurred, the 
Louis Globe-Democrat said: 

| “Santiago is a great natural for- 
tress. The entrance to its harbor is 
a deep, narrow cleft in the :ocks, from 
whose summit a plunging fire conld 
-be poured upon the thinly armored 
“decks of a fleet. Around the city is a 
succession of rough hills, without a 
road worthy of the name and covered 
with a dense vegetation. Into this 
granite-ribbed stronghold the finest 
squadron Spain ever owned sougut 
refuge. Our fleet quickly took posi- 
tion outside, but wisely refrained from 
an attempt to force the harbor. it 
was decided to send an army to assist. 
Our troops were landed successfully 
‘and instantly advanced, fighting oue 
of the severest and most difficult’ bat- 
tles in which Americans ever encoun- 
tered a foreign army. The rapid on- 
slaught alarmed the Spanish Cabinet, 
It ordered the admiral to leave the 
harbor and fight. The destruction of 
the fleet followed. And now Santiago, 
with its garrison and forts, has capitu- 
lated.” 

And it might have been addéd that 
the forces surrendered were nearly 
double in number those of the at- 
tacking army. 

The annihilation of Cervera's fleet, 
almost in a moment, with  infini- 
| tesimally small loss, comparatively, on 
the American side, astonished the 
world, and Dewey's destruction of 
‘the Spanish fleet at Manila, without 
the loss of a single life by the enemy's 
fire, is, and ever will be, a marvel in 
the history of warfare. In short, as 
the New York Tribune tersely puts it, 
“all the losses of the navy on one side, 
from first to last, and on all seas, do 
not equal those inflicted upon the 
other by a single shell.” 


A Madrid paper publishes a letter 
|from Havana, in which the writer as- 
_serts that “Gen. Blanco had succeeded 
-in hoodwinking the Americans as to 
| Admiral Cervera’s whereabouts, when 
‘the Madrid government frustrated his 
| plans by announcing the arrival of 
the squadron at Santiago.” This is 
‘nonsense. Commodore Schley had 
| Cervera located and cooped up at San- 
tingo before the report referred to 
was sent out from Madrid. And at all 
events, if Cervera had not been bottled 
at Santiago his squadron would in all 
probability have been destroyed ut 
some other point on western waters, 
as the Caribbean Sea and the entire 
Atlantic from “Maine to the Antilles 
were alive with swift scoutships m 
the American’ service, watching for 


the Spanish vessels. Cervera’s squad- ‘ 


ron was doomed from the hour when 
it left Fort de France, Martinique, un 
its way westward.

“What Have We Gained?” 

W. R. GOODWIN, Whittier: Inas- 
much as The Times invites correspond- 
ence without assuming any responsibil- 
ity for the opinions expressed, I take 
pleasure in supplementing the admir- 
able editorial with the above caption 
in the issue of August 16. The patriot- 
ism that has been awakened and the 
sectionalism that has been wiped out 
are worth more than all the financial 
cost. The Times well says that the re- 
sults are “largely moral rather than 
material in character.’’ To the mind 
of some, one of the best results of the 
war has been the discussion of the can- 
teen or saloon system, and its condem- 
nation by men high in army circles, by 
the leading secular papers, by the pa- 
rents and friends of the boys who went 
out sober to come home drunkards, and 
by the best classes of citizens both 
North and South. The result will evi- 
dently be that the army canteen will 
soon be a thing of the past, and the 
question of the entire prohibition of 
the liquor traffic will be before the peo- 
ple as never before, and will have a 
momentum that hardly seemed possible 
a year ago. 

With peace restored,a united country, 
a new spirit of patriotism, and the 
abolishment of the saloon, and the 
breaking of the liquor power, we shall 
heave gained more than even the most 
sanguine dared to hope for.

CORBETT AN ORPHAN, 


HIS FATHER KILLS HIMSELF 
AND AGED WIFE. 


The Pogilist’s Mother Found 
Red Covered With Blood—The 
Old Man on the Floor. 


LATTER TEMPORARILY INSANE. 


THE EX-CHAMPION OVERCOME BY 
THE TERRIBLE NEWS. 


Grace Dollar Brings Some Gold. 
dust—Terrible Explosion at 
Prescott — Important Bio- 
logical Research. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—Patrick 
J. Corbett, the father of James J. Cor- 
bett, the Pugilist, shot and killed his 
wife at an early hour this morning. He 
then turned the revolver upon him- 
self and committed suicide. The hy- 
pothesis accepted by the family and 
by the intimate acquaintances and 
friends of the household is that Mr. 
Corbett was laboring under the efforts 
of temporary insanity. 


The terrible tragedy occurred at the 
Corbett home, No. 520 Hayes street, 
over the livery stable owned by the 
elder Corbett. As near as the time 
can be fixed, the shots rang out at 
4:50 o’clock a.m., Mrs. Corbett being 
killed as she was lying asleep in her 
bed. So far as can be ascertained 
there was not the slightest reason 
why the husband should have sought 
to wreak such awful vengeaince upon 
his wife, as for nearly half a century 
the couple had lived happily and in 
perfect content together. Indeed, dur- 
ing last evening they had chatted 
pleasantly abcut their fireside with 
two of their daughters, and at an early 
hour had retired without the slightest 
indication having given of 
what was to follow within the next 
few hours. 3 

With Mr. and Mrs. Corbett resided 
their two unmarried daughters, Cath- 
erine and Esther, and a married 
daughter, Mrs. Charles A. King, with 
her husband. When Mr. Corbett pur- 
chased the pistol no one seems to 
know. Apparently, as he was never 
known to keep a weapon in the house 
before, he had purchased this one with 
an object. Whether during his tem- 
porary spells of insanity he had con- 
templated the deed, no one can tell. 

There is little doubt Mr. Corbett was 
temporarily insane when he com- 
mitted his horrible deed. He inherited 
the mania from his ancestors. His 
sister, Margaret Griffin, is now an in- 
mate of the Napa Insane Asylum, 
having been confined there six years. 
As in the case of her brother, her in- 
sanity was periodic. 

Both the old people were natives of 
Ireland, Mr. Corbett being 66 years of 
age, and his wife four years younger. 
The funeral ceremonies will not be 
delayed until James arrives from the 
East. but the bodies will be placed in 
vaults. 

JIM BREAKS DOWN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—James J. 
Corbett was much shocked when he 
learned of the death of his parents. 
At first he refused to believe it, but 
when the news was confirmed, be broke 
down and wept like a child. His train- 
ers, McVey and White, tried to console 
him, but to no purpose. Corbett said 
that his father must have become in- 
sane, or he would not have comitted 
such a terrible deed. He could not ac- 
count for it in any other way. 

Both his father and mother, he said, 
took a deep interest in his affairs, and 
keenly felt his defeat by Fitzsimmons 
at Carson. They both wanted him to 
retire from the ring after that. Cor- 
bett said that until he had received 
more definite information from Cali- 
fornia, he could not say what his future 
plans would be. He will stop train- 
ing for the present, and the fight with 
McCoy at Buffalo on September 10 may 
be postponed. 

WHY HE MUST FIGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Corbett, after 
a consultation with some of his frienis, 
had something further to say about 
the tragedy in San Francisco. He said 
that he received letters Saturday in- 
forming him that his father’s mind 
had become unbalanced, and he there- 
fore thought that, while suffering 
mentally, his father committed the 
double crime. Corbett said he had tel- 
egraphed to San Francisco, and that he 
would leave for the Coast this even- 

f the bodies are held until he can 
a hed He says he will send his 
brother Joe home, any way. 

At present, he could not say what 
would be done about his fight with 
McCoy. He declared that if it was 
necessary he would forfeit the $2500 he 
had up. He would not have signed to 
fight again, he declared, had it not 
been that he was the chief support uf 
the family. He says that what he makes 
hereafter will go to help support his 
brothers and sisters, just as he gave 
funds heretofore. He therefore says 
that it may be necessary for him to 
fight McCoy in order to obtain money 
to support the family.

GOLD GALORE. 


Even the Coppers Dig and Find the 
Precious Stuff. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Aug. 16.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The Coquitlan ar- 
rived at an early hour this morning, 
the latest boat from the north. Capt. 
Fulton confirms the news of the big 
strike on Pike Creek. He says stories 
of the rush to Tagish Laké have not 
been exaggerated. Miners at Skagway 
have simply gone crazy. The finds are 
represented to be something stupen- 
dous. People are throwing everything 
aside and stampeding for the scene of 
the latest excitement. 

The revorts that mounted police’ in 
many cases laid down their arms and 
dug for gold is given color from the 
fact that three mounted policemen 
have returned from Pike Creek with 
gold. On their arrival they were 
mobbed for news. They simply said, 
“Go.’ After persuasion they showed 
nearly $40C0 in fine gold, which on be- 


ing assayed ran $18 to the ounce. The 
gold, they said, had. been secured on 
Pike’s Creek. 

Skaguay, Dyea, Juneau and Wrangel 
are but shadows of their former great- 
ness. All tents have disappeared, and 
business men have left in thousands. 
J. Kelly, druggist at Skaguay, showed 
a letter to 
partner, who has been at Pike’s Creek 
since the first strike. He-says: “Drop 
everything, no matter at what sacri- 
fice. Come quick. Enormous strike 
here. Probably richest placers in the 
world. Pike’s Creek is staked for six- 
teen miles on each side, but there are 
two other creeks here within twelve 
miles which are thought to be just as 
rich. Gold -commences at the grass 
roots, and is of uniform richness five 
feet down to bedrock, running from $2 
to $10 a pan. There must be 8000 peo- 
ple here in tents.” 

All returning Klondikers are going 
back on double-quick to Pike's» Creek, 
taking a week’s provisions. All promi- 
nent Canadian officials reached the 
scene of the strike several days ago. 
They have written back to the coast 
that the strike is the richest yet dis- 
covered. They put the average per pan 
at about $2. 


GRACE DOLLAR’S DOLLARS. 


The Latest Alaskan Steamer Brings 
Gold and Bad News. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE, Aug. 16.—The steam 
schooner Grace Dollar arrived here 
this afternoon from Kotzebue Sound 
and St. Michaels. She had ninety pas- 
sengers from Dawson. Capt. Fosen 
estimates that the amount of gold dust 
brought down was about $50,000. He 
had. this amount. in_his safe. 
owned by D. G. and A. R. Bannerman, 
Tim Connelly, A. I. Burke, Julius Pet- 
erson and C. J. Larsen. The majority 
of the passengers had gone into Alaska 
early in the spring and became dis- 
gusted with the country. 

The Grace Dollar ..brings.. advices 
from Kotzebue Sound up to July 26. 
The most impofttant item of news is the 
inability of river steamers to get more 
than.125 miles up the river Kubuk, or 
Kowak, as it is commonly known. 
There are two river steamers and sev- 
eral launches now plying on the Ku- 
buk. Owing to the low stage of water 
they can only go to Coalvein, a small 
settlement near where the Red River 
opens into the Kubuk. Capt. Gosen 
said he heard of no gold discoveries in 
the Kotzebue district. He estimated 


that there were about 500 prospectors 
there. 


NATIONAL CITY’S DUST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } : 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16. — The 
Steamer National City, thirteen days 
from St. Michaels, arrived this after- 
noon. The National City brought about 
seventy-five passengers from the 
North, and very little gold dust outside 
of that shipped by the established com- 
panies in Alaska. Several of the Klon- 
dikers on board have amounts rang- 
ing from $500 to $2000, also papers rep- 
resenting claims. Nearly all of the 
gold-seekers, gave anything but en- 
couraging reports of the country. 


MIGHTY DEMONSTRATION, 


Deadly Explosion in the Santa Fe 
Roundhouse at Prescott. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Aug. 16.—A ter- 
rific explosion occurred at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon at the round house of the 
Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Rail- 
road, resulting in the fatal injury of 
two mén and the wounding of two or 
three others. Machinists were at work 
on engine No. 2 in the round house, 
when the boiler exploded with tre- 
mendous force. Joseph Brown was on 
top of the engine, adjusting the pop- 
valve, when the explosion occurred, and 
was badly crushed about the head, 
dying in a few minutes. kK. M. S-a- 
man’s left arm was blown fifty feet 
away, his left leg blown off, an.t he wes 
badly bruised and cut about the nead. 
He cannot live. (nar)2s Chambers was 

also quite seriously injured. 

The round house ts a complete wreck. 
Another engine in the round house on 
an adjoining track, was bally wreeked. 
The fire box and boiler of an engine, 
weighing from four to thve tons, wag 
blown 1200 feet, striking on the end of 
Bashford Burmister Company's wure- 
house, opposite the Catholic Church, 
knocking the end out wf it. An air 
pump, weighing over two hundred 
pounds, was blown three blocks, light- 
ing on the street near the postoffice. 

The town for three blocks is strewed 
with wreckage of pipes and pieves of 
warped, twisted steel. Drivewheels of 
engine, placed on axles under a pres- 
sure of eighty or ninety tons, were 
blown off the axles and hurled several 
feet. The side of the machine shops 


close to the round kouse badly 
wrecked, all windows are blown out, 
and the machinery i1s_ considerably 
damaged. A number of empty pas- 


senger cars. standing in the yards had 
their windows broken. There are a 
number of narrow escapes from fiying 
debris reported, but fortunately none 
were injured except those at work in 
the wrecked building. 


SOME OF THE RESULTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Aug. 16.—The 
scene of ethe wreck of the _ railroad 
roundhouse was visited by hundreds of 
people today. E. M. Seaman, day hos- 
tler in the railroad yards, died an hour 
after the explosion. He was con- 
scious to the last, and though in a ter- 
rible agony of suffering, conversed with 
friends. But few particulars can be 
learned as to the cause of the explo- 
sion. Machinist Joseph Brown, one 
of the victims, was fixing the safety 
valve on the boiler at the time of the 
explosion. It is said the valve refused 
to work. The general opinion is that 
the water in the boiler was permitted 
to get too low and the injector was 
started, causing the explosion. Those 
who escaped were in other parts of the 
building, hence know nothing of what 
Brown was doing. C. C. Chambers had 
just been called to go on another en- 
gine, and happened by mere chance to 
be in the roundhouse at the time. 

A large piece cf iron was thrown to 
Whipple Barracks a mile distance, 
striking a house occupied by Col. Mc- 
Cord of the volunteer regiment in ren- 
dezvous there. Mrs. Joseph Calles had 
almost a miraculous escape from 
seriOus injury and probable death. Her 
custom is to take a nap on the lounge 
every afternoon. At the hour the ex- 
plosion occurred this afternoon she 
was called to a neighbor's house, and 
a large piece of steel from the engine 
crashed through the roof of the house, 
striking the lounge, passing clear 
through it and through the floor be- 
neath, burying itself in the ground. 
Parties on the street in the vicinity of 
the explosion say the air was filled with 
flying missiles, and within a radius of 
two or three blocks a veritable hail- 
storm of steel fell. 

Capt. Donaldson and M, H. Dodge 
were standing in the middle of the 
street in front of the Catholic Church, 
the latter facing the railroad, when 
the explosion occurred, Dodge ‘Says 
that before the sound of the explosion 
reached him, he saw an immense piece 
of steel rise in the air and start di- 
rectly toward them, followed imme- 
diately by a deafening sound. The 
mass of warped steel semed as though 
it must inevitably strike them, but it 
lit about fifty feet from where they 
stood. ‘This was fully twelve hundred 
feet from the scene of the explosion. 
The huge mass proved to be the ex- 
terior of the boiler and steam chest, 
weigbing from four to five tons.

Wreckage of the roundhouse could al- 
most be gathered up in baskets, so 
completely was it shattered. That 
there was no greater loss of life seems 
almost miraculous. Four men in the 
building at the time escaped un- 
harmed. 


- Arizona’s Wealth Increases, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Aug. 16.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

H. Bumister of Prescott, John A. Black 
of Tucson and E. A. Cutter of Bonita, 
concluded its labors late this afternoon 
and adjourned. Secretary Cooper will 
have a day or two of work to do yet, 
in making his compilations.| He states, 
however, that the Territory's assessible 
property shows an increase in valua- 
tion of $859,000 over last year, .the total 
valuation this year being $31,473,359. 
Slight raises were made in the valua- 
tion of cattle, but outside of this the 
increase recorded came from a legiti- 
mate growth of the wealth of the com- 
munity. 


Big Biological Work Planned. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—Dr. C. 
Hart Merriam, chief of the United 
States Biological Survey on _ this 
coast, has five assistants in Califor- 
nia, is in the city. He says: ‘‘We are 
working out the natural life belts of 
animals and plants, so as to determine 
what plants are best adapted to specific 
regions. A bulletin will*soon be issued, 
which will classify the various fruits 
and grains.

Eventually we will have 
large scale maps of every State, shaw- 
ing even the farms.”

cate streets on thirty acres of tide land 


at the northern end of Eliott Bay, be- 
tween Seattle and Ballard, recently 
purchased by the Great Northern. It 
is stated that the Great Northern will 
begin the immediate construction of a 
system of railway terminals, docks 
and elevators, at a cost of $750,000. A 
waterway 1500 feet long, 200 feet wide 
and twenty-five feet deep will be cut 
through the tide lands.

IMPORTANT NEW DEPARTURE IN 
THE PROPOSED CITY CHARTER. 


Freeholders Provide for a Council 
of Eleve 


the City Into Six Wards—Mayor 
Can Veto Items of an Appropri- 
ation Bill, 


A decision to have the City Council 
consist of eleven members and an in- 
corporation of the principle of the 
initiative and referendum in the new 
city charter, made last evening’s ses- 
sion of the Board of Freeholders, who 


are drafting a new city charter, an 
important one. 


There was a long discussion of the 
constitution of the Council among the 
freeholders present: Messrs. Henry T. 
Hazard, A. M. Stephens, J. B. Millard, 
K. Cohn, M. J. Newmark, Octavius 
Morgan, J. H. Davisson, M. lL. Graff, 
Albert H. Crutcher, H. W.° O’Melveny 
and Lewis A. Groff. Mr. Crutcher ar- 


Zued in favor of a retention of the 
present arrangement of nine wards, 
With a Counci!lmnaa each. Mr. 
Newmark and Mr. Y’Melveny sup- 
ported vigorously the principle of hav- 
ing as large as possible a proportion 
of the Councilmen elected at large. It 
Was at last decided to provide for the 
division of the city into six wards, with 
a Councilman from each, and the elec- 
tion of five Council men at large, the 
entire eleven to be chosen at the 
general city election once in four years. 

‘It is not necessary,” said Judge 
Stephens, “to provide that there shall 
be rotation in office by which half of 
the Councilmen only will be elected at 
once, for if a man shows surpassing 
merit as a Councilman he will be re- 
elected. And whenever an election for 
Councilman comes around, I find it 
necessary to turn out and fight against 
the push with all my might. It is not 
a pleasant task, and once in four years 
is often enough for it.” 

The principle of the referendum was 
given a long discussion. It was at ‘ast 
decided to require 20 per cent. of the 
voters on the Great Register to sign a 
petition asking for a proposition to be 
Submitted to popular vote before that 
action will be taken. Such a vote ean 
be taken only at a general city elec- 
tion once in four years. 

A number of other matters were dis- 
cussed in regard to the legislative de- 
partment of the city government. 
Among the most important was a de- 
cision that the Mayor will be empow- 
ered to veto a part of an appropriation 
bill or tax leyy without vetoing the 
whole, and that the item vetoed can be 
passed over his head by the Council 
by the same procedure as in the case 
of other vetoed ordinances. 

Only ten pages of the voluminous re- 
port of the Committee on Legislative 
Department were finished in nearly 
three hours work, and it was apparent 
that more meetings are necessary. The 
freeholders adjourned to meet next 
Thursday evening.

AFFAIRS OF MUTUAL BUILDING AS- 
SOCIATION STRAIGHTENED OUT. 


Electric Railway Employee Pain- 
fully Injured—The Court’s Lec- 
ture to a Complainant—Opening 
of the Americus Club’s New 
Quarters—Fine Residence. 


Aug. 16.—{Regular Corres- 
pondence.] The troubles of the Mutual 
Building and Loan Association were 
straightened out this afternoon at a special 
meeting of the stockholders, and the clouds 
of litigation: which had loomed up, have 
rolled by. At the annual meeting on July 
5 it was expected that the old board of 
directors would be reélected, but the pres- 
ence of Isaac Springer and a sufficient num- 
ber of proxies to dominate the meeting, re- 
sulted in the ousting of two members of the 
old board and the election of himself and 
another man in their places. This pro- 
cedure was unsatisfactory. It was declared 
by the company’s attorneys that the 
proxies were invalid and election 
wouldn’t hold water. Thereupon the old 
board of directors rehabilitated 

elected E. A. Walker secretary, in place 
or Mr, Springer. But the latter held that 
the inval.-.ty of the proxies and the elec- 
tion ha@ not been established, deciined to 
give up the accounts and books of the As- 
sociation, and proposed that the matter be 
referred to the courts. The smoke of the 
contest beclouded the associations pros- 
perity and happiness for several weeks, 
when both sides acceded to a peace pro- 
tocol. It was agreed that the difference 
be decided by a special meeting of the 
stockholders instead of by litigation. This 
meeting was held this afternoon and re- 
sulted in the retirement of Mr. Springer. 
Of 1632 shares outstanding, 1252 were repre- 
sented. The following board of directors 
was elected with practical unanimity: T. P. 
Lukens, Peter Orban. R. H. Pinney, Ben- 

amin Jarvis, A. L. Hamilton, William R, 

taats and Charles A. Gardner. 

A meeting of the directors was then held 
and E. A. Walker was chosen secretary as 
before. A letter was read from Mr. Lukens, 
suggesting that W. R. Staats_ be elected 
President to succeed him, and his asso- 
ciates unanimously requested Mr, Staats 
to serve, but he declined on account of the 
pressure of other business. Peter Orban 
was then unanimously elected President; 
A. L. Hamilton, treasurer; Simpson & Wil- 
lett, attorneys. The business of the asso- 
ciation is in excellent condition. 

BEFORE THE COURTS. 

Weeping like a child, with a crack in the 
bald spot on his head and blood trickling 
down his nose, J. W. Stewart, a carpenter 
of some sort of local repute, appeared be- 
fore Recorder Rossiter late this afternoon 
and demanded a warrant for the arrest of 
his wife on the charge of assault.

This court 
sentences you to keep away from John 
Barleycorn and go home and make your- 
self as agreeable to your family as you've 
been to him.’’

PROSPECTS OF THE NEW ORIEN- 
TAL STEAMSHIP. LINE, 


Burned Baby Saved from Christian 
Science Treatment—Young Reed's 
Injuries Prove Serious—Coronado

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 16. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Plans for the establishment of 
the new Ofiental steamship line are gping 
ahead. A. H. Butler, president of the steam- 
ship company, is stil! here, attending to the 
details, and awaiting the arrival of W. Stan- 
ley Tweedie, vice-president and general man- 
ager. They will proceed to Japan, to estab- 
lish connections at Yokohama and Kobe, and 
will then go to Hongkong, where the line will 
have its terminus, at least for the present. 
Mr. Butler is authority for the statement that 
if the United States holds Manila, that port 
may become the terminus of the San Diego 
line. 

The Santa Fé company is showing its faith 
in the enterprise by its works. A lot of ma- 
terial is here already for the enlargement of 
the Santa Fé wharf, and more is on the way 
from Puget Sound. Hugo Gallinowsky, in- 
ventor of the new lithosite method of treating 
piles for the prevention of the ravages of the 
teredo and limnoria, is here, ready to super- 
intend the coating of the piles. Seven tons of 
lithosite is on the way by steamer from San 
Francisco, and more from the East. | 

Thus far the only steamer positively secured 
for the new line is the Catania, 3700 tons, fly- 
ing the American flag. She is about seven 
hundred tons larger than the Santa Rosa, and 
a photograph shows her to be a handsome 
vessel, two-masted, with one smokestack. 
Negotiations are in prdogress for securing the 
British..steamer. Belgian. King, a 
steamer, three-masted, and of thirtcen-kKnot 
speed. Still another vessel, name not stated, 
is being considered. As fast as the transports 
are released by the government on the At- 
lantic coast the difficulty of securing suitable 
vessels will be removed. 

BABY’S NARROW ESCAPE.

LONG BEACH. 


OPENING SESSIONS OF THE W.C., 
T.U. SCHOOL OF METHODS, 


Physical Culture and the Effects of 
the Use of Alcohol on the Human 
System Discussed at Some 
Length—Programme for Today’s 
Sessions, 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 16.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The seventh annual session 
of the School of Methods of the Southern 
California Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union convened this morning in Chautau- 
qua Hail. The delegates occupied much ‘of 
the morning deliberating how best to con- 
duct a meeting. In the afternoon they 
made some investigations in the matter of 
the effects of alcohol on the human sys- 
tem and learned that it is very injurious. 
The rostrum was. appropriately decorated. 
A portrait of the late Francis Willard was 
conspicuously placed. 

The meeting was opened with devotional 
exercises, followed by a parliamentary drill, 
conducted by Mrs. L. D. More of Iamosa, 


State superintendent of parliamentary 
usage, Various points of order were dis- 
cussed. 

Mrs, M. C, Bassett, late of New Jersey, 


read a paper on “Physical Culture.’’ She 
said that physical culture will not ‘hold 
the high place in which it belongs until the 
line is clearly drawn between its uses and 
its abuses. At dinners given to members 
of the medical profession one toast has 
been for many years conspicuous by its 
presence. It is: “Woman, God's’ Best 
Gift to Man, and the Chief Support of the 
Doctors.”’ How long that toast will con- 
tinue to find a place on such occasfons de- 
pends on the women themselves. The mat- 
ter of foods sheuld receive more attention. 
There is as much difference between nour- 
isnments and stimulants as there is  be- 
tween bread and a whip. Many families 
are provided with food in apparent plenty 
when in reality what they have does not 
supply the nourishment they require. Mrs. 
Kendall Holt also spoke briefly of the value 
of physical culture as applied to oratorical 
and other expression. 

In’ the afternoon session Mrs. M. A. Ken- 
ney, president of the Southern California 
W. Cc. T. U., spoke of the efforts the Na- 
tional Union has made to have instruction 
in the effects of stimulants and narcotics 
incorporatea in the public schools. She 
urged that the members of the union es- 
pecially those who have children attending 
the public schools, make inquiry of the 
teachers regarding it, and visit school oc- 
casionally during the hour when such in- 
struction is given. 

Prof. J. H. Shults, director of the de- 
partment of physics and physiology of the 
State Normal School in Los Angeles. de- 
livered a lecture on the scientific effects 
of alcohol on the human system. The lec- 
ture was illustrated witu demonstrative ex- 


periments. He explained in general the 
methods employed in the manufacture of 
beer, wine, whisky and other liquors. He 


told how aleohol when introduced into the 
human svstem coagulates the albuminoid 
substances and. if they are in the stomach, 
retards their digestion. 

The school will continue during Wednes- 
day and Thursday. The daily parliamen- 


tary drill will begin at 10 a. m. Half an 
hour later there will be an address on 
“Health and Heredity,”’ by Dr. Hand. At 


2:30 p. m., Professor Shults wi.l speak on 
the scientific effects of the use of tobacco 
At 8 p. m. Dr. C. C. Van Liew of the State 
Normal School of Los Angeles will deliver 
a ary on “Coéperation of the Home and 
School.’”’

HOGAN ON TRIAL 

The trial of John A. Hogan, charged 
with the robbery of the Newport Beach 
postoffice; the store of Atwood. & At- 
wood at that place on the night of May 27, 
1898, was commenced in the Superior Court 
today before Judge J. S. Noyes of Riverside, 
and the following jury: Robert Talbott, U.

IN THE SUPERIOR COURT OF THE 
county of Los Angeles, State of California. 
Los Angeles City Water Company, vs. city 
of Los Angeles et al.; No. 31,176. City of 
Les Angeles vs. Los Angeles City Water 
Company, et al.; No. 31,270. 
STIPULATION. 
It is stipulated that until the Court shall 
decide the motions now pending herein for 
injunction, and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, the Les Angeles City Water Company 
shall proceed to collect water rates and shall 
deposit the moneys so collected in the Farm- 
and Merchants’ Bank of Los Angeles, 
and that the same shall there remain until 
ten days after such decision or decisions, 
except that said Los Angeles City Water 
Company shall be empowered to take from 
and expen. of said moneys so deposited 
whatever may be necessary for the payment 
of the expenses of collection, of the making of 
service connections, and of iae extension of 
said works, and all expenses of maintaining 
and operating said waterworks, fot including 
the salaries of directors, or the rental 
claimed by the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company: 

Provided, further, that once a week during 
the continuance of said stipulation an ac- 
count showing the moneys collected and dis- 
bursed shall be presented to the City Attor- 
ney of the city of Los Angeles, and that 
no disbursements or outlays or expenditure 
from said fund shall be made except upon 
approval of the City Attorney, W. E. Dunn. 

It ts also stipulated that a separate ac- 
count shall be kept, showing all the moneys 
so collected, and all the disbursements, and 
that said moneys shall constitute a special 
fund under this stipulation. ! 

All moneys collected for rates or on any 
other account, by said Los Angeles City 
Water Company shall be so deposited and 
shall constitute said special fund, and no 
part of the same shall be paid save upon 
check drawn by the Los Angeles City Water
